DOCKET NO. F-2012/2013 — Connecticut Siting Council Review of the Ten-Year Forecast
of Connecticut Electric Loads and Resources. Draft Report.

comments are due by November 27, 2013.
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Mr. Ashton moved for the Council to issue a report of the Ten-Year Forecast of Connecticut
Electric Loads and Resources every odd year, seconded by Dr. Bell. The motion passed

unanimously.

DOCKET NO. 426 - Third Taxing District Electric Department Certificate of
Environmental Compatibility and Public Need for the construction, maintenance, and
operation of an electrical substation located at 6 Fitch Street, Norwalk, Connecticut.
Landscaping Plan.

Mr. Ashton moved to approve the landscaping plan, seconded by Dr. Bell. The motion

passed unanimously.

DOCKET NO. 442 — New Cingular Wireless PCS, LLC application for a Certificate of
Environmental Compatibility and Public Need for the construction, maintenance, and
operation of a telecommunications facility located at 284 New Canaan Avenue, Norwalk,
Connecticut. Request for Party/Intervenor Status.

Mr. Lynch moved to grant intervenor status to Cellco Partnership d/b/a Verizon Wireless,
seconded by Mr. Ashton.

PETITION NO. 1058 - The Connecticut Light and Power Company declaratory ruling that
no Certificate of Environmental Compatibility and Public Need is required for the
proposed 1990 line structure replacement project consisting of modifications of two sections
of an existing 115-kV transmission line from Stevenson Substation to Frost Bridge
Substation and from Baldwin Junction to Baldwin Substation traversing the municipalities
of Monroe, Oxford, Middlebury, Waterbury and Watertown, Connecticut. Development
and Management Plans for Shaw’s Hill Substation Landscaping Plan and Revised Design
for Structure #393.
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Mr. Ashton moved to approve the Shaw’s Hill Substation Landscaping Plan and the
Naugatuck River Crossing from Baldwin Street substation final portion of the Development &

Management Plan, seconded by Mr. Murphy. The motion passed unanimously.

PETITION NO. 1077 — Cellco Partnership d/b/a Verizon Wireless petition for a declaratory
ruling that no Certificate of Environmental Compatibility and Public Need is required for
the extension of an existing telecommunications facility at the Simsbury Volunteer Fire
Department located at 345 Bushy Hill Road, Simsbury, Connecticut. Set Date for Decision.

Mr. Murphy moved to set December 31, 2013, as the date by which the Council shall render a

decision on this petition, seconded by Dr. Bell. The motion passed unanimously.

TS-VER-104-131021 — Cellco Partnership d/b/a Verizon Wireless request for an order to
approve the shared used of an existing telecommunications facility located at 39
Maennerchor Avenue, Norwich, Connecticut. Decision.

Mr. Ashton moved to approve this tower sharing request with the following conditions:

° The proposed feed lines and accessory equipment shall be installed as specified in
the Structural Analysis Report prepared by FDH Engineering dated September 25,
2013 and stamped by Christopher Murphy; and

° Within 45 days following completion of the antenna installation, Verizon shall
provide documentation certified by a professional engineer that its installation
complied with the recommendations of the structural analysis.

The motion was seconded by Mr. Caron. The motion passed unanimously.

TS-AT&T-076-131023 — New Cingular Wireless PCS, LLC request for an order to approve
the shared used of an existing telecommunications facility located at 15 Orchard Park
Road, Madison, Connecticut.
